THE IRRESISTABLE ARMY OF MOUNTAIN- 
EER MINERS.

How They Captured and Burned the Prison 


Branch Stockades and Set State 
Authority at Deflance—The Governor 
Claims to Be Powerless—Peculiar Situ - 
ation Now Confronting the People of 
the State—How the Attack Was Made 
on Oliver Springs in the Dead of Night. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 3.—It is the gen- 
eral belief here that convict labor in East 
Tennesseb is a thing of the past. The out- 
preak at Oliver Springs Sunday night com- 
pleted the work begun at Coal Creek and 
priceville last Friday, and to-day free and 
lawless miners are having things their own 
way. 

The last convict has left the Waldren’s 
Ridge mining region. The stockades are dis- 
wantled or burned and more than 450 desper- 
adoes roam the mountains and valleys of 
Northeastern Tennessee, Through the acts 
of these miners, Violating the law when the 
law refused to ald them, the Government and 
the people of Tennessee find themselves 
faced by a complicated and perilous situa- 
tion. 

The situation is this: An armed and organ- 
ned body of men has marched unopposed 
through a considerable part of the State, has 
demanded and received the surrender of the 
states property, has released the State’s 
prisoners—convicts of the worst stripe—yet 
ft is impossible to pursue or face this 
small army of revolutionists, because this 
army melts away as completely as if it never 
existed when it bas struck a blow, and then 
reassembles silently, ready to strike the next 
blow. It is fully armed and organized, per- 
haps the best equipped corps of sharpshoot- 
ers ever got together, yet the names and 
homes and identity of the leaders and pri- 
vatesare unknown. The whole incident is 
unigueevenin the history of labor agita- 
tions. It was set on foot by workingmen for 
the lives of themselves, the living of their 
families, and this phase of the affair makes 
the other side of a question which at first 
seems to illustrate only their recklessness in 
lreeing criminals. 

NOT A ZEBRA IN THE MINES. 

There is not a convict in these mines. A 
Sunday quiet prevailed at the three centers 
of disturbance. Nothing would indicate that 
terrorism prevailed or that the miners were 
any but law-abiding and Godfearing people. 
There may be trouble at Tracy City and In- 
manin Middle Tennessee, where 400 or 500 
convicts are engagedin mining, butif any 
attempt is made to repeat the Coal Creek per- 
formance a determined resistance will be 
made. 

Meanwhlle the Governor has done nothing 
but offer a reward of $5,000 for the arrest and 
conviction of the leader, and $250 for each 
and every participant in the affair. It is 
acknowledged that he cannot call out the 
militia, and as there is no foe in the field it 
would be useless to do so even if such a 
course were lawful. At the same time the 
community is almost wholly with the miners, 
although their course in liberating the con- 
\ cts is severely condemned, 

THE ATTACK ON OLIVER SPRINGS. 

When last Saturday night passed without 
any sign of further violence and when people 
who visited Briceville on Sunday found 
‘verything so quiet, the hope that violence 
was at an end began to be indulgedin. But 
there was a feeling of unrest. Oliver Springs 
lay not far across the mountains from Brice- 
de and Coal Creek, a half night’s journey 
most. Four miles north of Oliver Springs

lere was a dig stockade with a hospital, 
ore rooms, superintendents’ houses and 
Convicts’ quarte rs, One hundred and fifty-six 
jonvicts were held there, but the Governor 
and state guards evidently thought that, as 
this mine had not figured in the other affair, 
‘here was no danger of an attack upon it. 

The guard was not increased and no special 
precautions were taken. Indeed the guards 
Might well have thought that Briceville lay 
too far across the mountains for the district 
lo be got over in a night’s journey. There 
Were fifteen guards well armed and good for- 
Ufcations. The Cumberland Co.’s stock- 
ace, unlike the two stockades captured on the 
other side of the range, Was on high ground, 
“Verlooking all the other mountains except 
thal against which it was built.

As 
the fire blazed up the mountaineers got on 
their horses and watched it from the con- 
céalment of the trees. Some one shouted: 

**Hurrah for the end of theconvicts in these 
parts.’’ 

They set up a shout and then rode rapidly 
away toward the east. The miners have ful - 
filled their threats. The last conviet is gone 
from the Waldern’s range region. The stock- 
ades are destroyed and those who have done 
it are apparently safe from the law. It seems 
to be the general impression that no more 
leased convicts will toil up the slopes of Wal- 
dern’s range, that the convict system in East 
Tennessee is ended. 

ACROSS THE BORDER. 

The convicts from Briceville are probably 
across the border. Some have given them- 
selves up. Very few will be recaptured. 
The coal company people generally agree 


that it win be useless to longer go 
counter to the determination of 
the miners backed up dy the 


sentiment of the whole community and will 
not attempt to put in any more ‘‘zebras.’’ 
When the affair settles down, as it is doing 
very rapidly, they will resume with free 
labor. They will look to the state for com- 
pensation and get it if they can.

Capt. Chute of the 
schooner Seraphim saw the Uruguay go down 
and tried to assist her, but the sea was run- 
ning too heavy atthetime, All on board the 
ill-fated vessel perished. 


A SOMNAMBULISTIO TRAVELER. 

BuRttnotTon. lo., Nov,.8:—James S. Clanue, 
a stock raiser of Greeley, Colo., walked into 
the police station here last night, hatiess, 
coatless and generally bruised Op, and told a 
remarkable story. He said he had left his 
home to visit hisfriendsin Galva, Ill., and 
taken a sleeper at Denver. The last thing he 
remembered was retiring to his berth. The 
next thing he found himself lying in the ditch 
at the side of the track not far from Burling- 
ton badly bruised and half frozen. He walked 
to the police station from there. His theory 
was that he had jumped from the train while 
asleep, and while it was running at full 
speed. An investigation by railroad authori- 
ties proves the truth of the man’s assertion. 
He is now in the hospital at this place quite 
ill from his terrible experience. 


AN OPEN SWITCH. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 3.—The east-bound

Publicly Whipped by a Nephew of 
the Dead Leader. 


His Vile Attack on Mrs. Parnell Meets 
Swift Punishment. 


THE INCIDENT HAS FRESHENED THE 
' FIRES OF FACTIONAL HATE. 


Numerous Street Fights Follow the Cas- 
tigation—Olerical Intimidation Charged 
by Parnellites—Dilion Refused an Ad- 
dress at Drogheda—Argument in the 
Maybrick Case Concluded — British 
Topics. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 8.—Timothy Healy, Mo- 
Carthyite member of the House of Commons 
for the Northern Division of the County of 
Longford, has been publicly horsewhipped in 
the streets of Dublin by Mr. McDermott, the 
nephew of the late Chas. 8. Parnell, Such is 
the terse record of an interesting and not un- 
expected event which has just been placed 
upon the bulletin boards of the various 
newspapers ofthis city, every one of which 
is surrounded by demonstrative crowds of 
hot-blooded Irishmen. The Parnellites in 
the throngs which gaze upon the big black 


letters of the notice are jubi- 
lant, and do not hestitate to 
taunt the McCarthyites, who also 
crowd about the boards. The consequence is 


that a numberof fights have already oc- 
curred, while the temper of the partisans is 
suchasto suggest the necessity for strong 
and vigilant police patrols. It has been in 
the air that Mr. Healy would, by some one or 
somehow, becalled toa prompt reckoning 
for the exceedingly vigorous speech deliv- 
ered by him at Longford on Sunday last. Or- 
dinarily, Mr. Healy is a remarkably forcible 
orator, but on the occasion in question he 
excelled himself, having gone so far as to re- 
fer to Mrs. Parnell as an English prosti- 
tute.’’ 

Mr. Healy was taken completely by sur- 
prise and, stumbling, fell upon his back, his 
wig falling from his head at the same time, 
While Mr. Healy was prostrate, his enemy 
continued to remorselessly and unsparingly 
lash whatever part of his body presented it - 
self. This, however, did not last long, for 
Healy, springing to his feet, the two men 
clinched. There was a rapid delivery of fist 
blows by Mr. McDermott and then a short 
wrestling match was conciuded in McDer- 
mott’s favor. The men were separated, 
McDermott explained to the crowd that the 
thrashing was on account of Healy’s assail- 
ing Parneil’s female relatives.

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THE BOSTON CRASH. 


President Potter Discusses the Cause of 
the Maverick Failure. 


ARBITRARY ACTION BY THE CLEARING 
HOUSE PARTLY RESPONSIBLE. 


The Bank’s Unsound Condition Known for 
Some Time—Losses by the Evans Deals 
Placed at $300,000-—If Properly 
Handled the Assets Would Settle All 
Claims at Par—Other Failures. 


BostTowr, Nov. 3.— President Potter has made 
a statement of his relations with Mr. Evans. 
He says: A week or more before Mr. Evans’ 
death he owed the Maverick National Bank a 
large sum of money. Changes in the market 
made it necessary, in the interest of the in- 
stitution of which I was President, that at 
least a portion of his liabilities should be 
taken up. He agreed to pay a certain sum of 
money the next day, but he failed to keep his 
promise. However, he cameinto my office 
and I turned to him and said, without any 
heat or passion: Nervy, this won't do. Iam 
personally disappointed. I believed you would 
keep your promise,’ I turned away from him 
then and he left the office. I am told he took 
my rebuke, lf rebuke it was, very much to 
heart. 

The loss of the Maverick National Bank 
on account of its dealings with Mr. Evans 
would be about $300,000 if the collateral could 
be judiciously disposed of. The loss had 
deen figured out and charged off before the 
crisis of last. week arose. The bank’s deal- 

ings with Mr. Evans can in no sense be con- 
sidered the direct cause of the suspension. 
The real causes ofthe failure are somewhat 
complicated. The first tangible thing was 
the refusal by President Wilmot R. Evans of 
the Winthrop National Bank, to accept one 
of our certified checks. Let me say that I 
do not blame Mr. Evans in the slightest de- 
gree. It is the natural result, no doubt, of 
talking over with other members of the family 
the circumstances of his brother’s death. 
Other bank presidents disapproved what he 
had done. Col. Newman, President of the 
Commonwealth National Bank. told him, as 
others had done,that he was not justified. As 
a matter of fact, Mr. Evans afterward apolo- 
gized. Newman told him that he considered 
it his duty asa member of the Clearing house 
Committee to bring the mütter to the atten- 
tion of his associates, Mr. Evans had no de- 
sire that the matter should take such a pass. 
It was too late, however, to remedy the mis- 
take. The members ofthe committee. asked 
me for the privilege of getting into the bank 
toexamine our loans. I said, ‘No, gentle- 
men; that would be an outrage, I know just 
what means.’ 

The members of the Clearing-house Com- 
mittee, I am told, appealed to the Comptroller 
of the Currency for information. Finally 
they were allowed to examine the condition 
ofthe bank. The way in which they did it is 
highly significant. Let me explain how they 
made an appraisal. In the first place, they 
charged as entirely worthless every item 
which in their opinion was in any way doubt- 
ful. Of course there was a great deal of paper 
and other securities of whose vaiue they 
wereignorant. Having thus reached the net 
value of our assets in their estimation, they 
proceeded to argus that in all bank liquida- 
tions there was an average shrinkage ot 20 
per cent. Ot course after such a process the 
figures show apparently a large deficit. Let 
me say that if I were allowed to wind up the 
affairs of the bank no depositor and no stock - 
holder would lose One dollar. All the facts 
about the bank’s condition and its manage- 
ment will officially be made Known in the 
course ot time. Pending that I am content to 
wait the outcome Of events.

READING, Pa., Nov. 8.—The people of Earl 
and Douglass Townships, eight miles east of 
Reading, believe that witches are at work in 
their midst.

in this very city carry on a nefarious prac- 
tice among them, and seekto promote their 
own profit by fostering t he strange error and 
extending it to other neighborhoods, Tragic 


events have resulted from it within the past 

three months, and still more serious conse- 

quences may be looked forin the near fu- 
urs. 

Half a dozen families live within sight of 
one another in that wild locality. Greshville 
is the nearest eee two milesaway. The 
houses and farm buildings are uniformly of 
stone, as are the fences inclosing the fields. 
Much sickness has prevailed thereabout of 
late. For miles around persons suffering 
from various illnesses contend that they 
have had spells, which ordinary — Sones 
cannot cure, cast upon them by malevolent 
‘*hexes.’’ or witches residing nearby. In 
one of these stone houses live a respectable 
and estimable couple, a middle-aged farmer 
and his wife. Sue is an invalid from an 
affection of the throat and lungs,and in conse- 
quence keeps a handkerchief tied around her 
head and bound over her mouth to prevent 
her from catching cold. she is accused of 
causing much of the sickness and suffering 
complained of, and her neighbors say the 
white band over her mouth marks her as a 
witch, They point the finger of scorn at her 
and remark to one another in whispers, 
look out, she’s a hex!“

lady was blamed for its death. Another chil 
last week became lame in a curious way, and 
tacks and pins were found inside its shoe, 
whereupon the neighbors insisted that the 
innocent woman had put an evil spell on the 
child. Asick woman three houses away al- 
leges that she is tortured bodily and mental- 
ly every night by this same lady in conjunc- 
tion with another old lady living a short dis- 
tance off, The reputed ‘‘hex’’ is even held ac- 
countable for the diseases of people whom 
she never knew. Her aged mother, who died 
some years ago, was likewise accused of 
‘‘witchery’’ inher time, and the calumnies 
against her are now transferred to her 
daughter. They are llabie to drive the poor 
lady to self-destruction if they continue,

The 
injured woman dissembled, and under the 
pretext of wishing a final interview with 
Beras before his marriage, persuaded her 
recreant lover to visit her here. Valentine 
Beras and Marie Leboeuf spent last night to- 
gether in a hotel of this city and this morning 
valentine was discovered in a dying condi- 
tion by the side of the betrayed Marie.

Prosecuting Attorney Clover Will Be 
the People’s Advocate. 


HE WILL ASK THAT CHARGES MADE BE 
GIVEN A THOROUGH HEARING. 


Who Compose the Grand-Jury—When the 
Investigation Will Be Begun andthe 
Cases Which Will Be Investigated—A 
Prospect That Corruption in the Board 
Will Receive a Rebuke. 


The November Grand-jury, impaneled yes- 
terday, isan unusually representative body 
go fax as the solid business interests of St. 
Louis are concerned. This is a fact upon 
which citizens may have cause to congratu- 
late themselves before the body finishes its 
inguisitorial labors, because there is now 
every indication thatthe November Grand- 
jury will take up for investigation the rot- 
tenness and corruption shown to exist in the 
St. Louis School Board.

Michael G. Meyer Alleged to Be Hypno- 
tized by George Elderfleld. 


HIS MOTHER WRITES TO CHIEF HABRI- 
GAN FROM NEW ORLEANS. 


She Says That Elderfield Has the Boy 
Completely Under His Influence, and 
Compelled Him to Leave Home—An 
Attempted Rescue—Cutting Over a 
Game of Cards—Police News. 


According to his mother’s story, Michael G. 
Meyer of New Orleans, La., is now inst. 


Louis in the power of a hypnotist who has se- 


cured control of the boy, and who proposes to 
use him as a subject in public hypnotic exhil- 
bitions. The story is a strange one, and tells 
of two comrades, one of whom, developing 
this hypnotic power, has used it in drawing 
his weaker companion away from home and 
family to be made a medium for a street 
fakir’s catch-penny show of the unknown 
force of animal magnetism.’’ 

The story told by the mother came to Chief 
Harrigan this morning inthe shape of a let- 
ter signed by the mother ana father of young 
Meyer and written from Tchoupitoulas street, 
New Orleans, under date of Nov. 1, The let- 
terasks for the ‘‘capture’’ of Michael G. 
Meyer, who left home on the night of Oct. 24, 
and whois now thought to be in St. Louis. 
The parents state that their son was enticed 
away from home by a man who used to room 
with them, and that both the men are 
shoemakers by trade and may be found work- 
ing in some shoe factory in this city. Then 
the following startling announcement is 
made: 

This man who coaxed my son away from 
home is also a mesmerist, and took my boy 
to St. Louis to make money on him by mes- 
merizing him before a lot of people at 2% cents 
admission, which he has doneto other boys 
already in St. Louis. 

The alleged mesmerist’s name is given as 
George Elderfield, it being stated that 
he also goes by the name of El- 
lard or Ellis. He is described 
of dark complexion, with a steel-gray eye, a 
mark like a small lump on one side of his, 
chin, and with a brown mustache. The son 
is graphically described as having licht red 
hair and light blue eyes with a pock-mark in 
the center of his forehead andjone on the side 
of his cheek.

TOWNS NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR COSTS 
WHEN WORKED OUT. 


The Justices of the Peace Debarred From 
Receiving Costs When Fines Are 
Worked Out on the Streets and Roads 
A Long Controversy Brought to an 
End. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 8.—A case was de - 
cided yesterday in the Supreme Court which 
settles a controversy that has been going on 
for years in nearly all the smaller towns in 
the State. It is a common thing for malefac- 
tors sentenced to fines by justices of tho 
peace to be compelled to work out the amount 
of fines and costs on the streets or roads. It 
has long been a matter of dispute as to 
whether the town was responsible for justice 
costs in such cases. The justices argued 
that the towns received money’s worth; that 
the streets and roads were improved, and 
that therefore the costs should be paid. In 
many, in fact in most cases this was done, 
but in some instances it was refused. A test 
case was made by J. B. Fosselman, a Justice 
of the Peace of Springfleld, who had im- 
poseda number of fines for violations of 
city ordinances. Payment of his cost bills 
was refused and suit was brought. The case 
was decided in favor of the city in the 
Circuit Court, and this decision was yes- 
in the Supreme Court. 
The decision was that cities and towns are 
not liable forany costs rked out on the 
streets or roads armed. The Supreme Court 
holds that tne imprisonment, or the work on 
the street of a person who has been fined is 
eee A a means of punishment, and that

Peace or Police Magistrate imposing the fine. 
There is nothing to prevent towns m mak- 
ing such payments if they desire, but unless 
. l ordinances are passed they cannot be 
collected by legal process. It is probable 
that now that the matter is finally settled, a 
strong effort will be made by the justices and 
their friends to have such ordinances 


passed.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Arguments Commence in the Suit Against 
the Union Paciftc. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 8. — Associate 
Justice Brewer of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, sitting as a Circuit Justice, 
has begun the hearing of arguments in the 
case of the suit brought by the United States 
in the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the District of Nebraska, against the Union 
Pacific Railway Co. and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. The Government is repre- 
sented in the suit by J. L. Caldwell and Chas. 
H. Aldrich; the Union Pacific by Judge John 
F. Dillon of New York and Messrs. Shella- 
barger and Wilson of Washington, and the 
Western Union by J, M. Woolworth and Rush 
Taggart. 

The suit was brought by the Attorney- 
General in pursuance of the provisions of the 
act of Congress, approved Aug. 7, 1888,known 
as the Anderson act. This actin brief com- 
pels subsidized railroad companies which, 
by law, are required to construct, operate 
and maintain telegraph lines to so construct, 
operate and maintain them as to furnish to 
connecting lines equal facilities for the trans- 
mission of business. The government seeks 
to have declared void the contract entered 
into on July 1, 1881, between the Union Pa- 
eine Railway Co. and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co, on the ground that the act of 
entering intothe contract was beyond the 
corporate competency of the railway 
company. Counsel for the government 
contend that the contract grants to the 
telegraph company exclusive right to the oc- 
cupancy of and connection with the rallway 
company’s depots or station houses for com- 
mercial or public telegraph purposes as 
against any other telegraph company. This 
effectually destroys all competition. The 
personal privilege granted tothe Union Pa- 
eine Railway to construct, maintain and 
operate a line of railroad and telegraph for 
the use ofthe Government and the public, 


the counsel for the Goverment say is a per- 


sonal power and cannot be alienated or aban- 
doned by it. Counselforthe Western Union 
have filed an exhaustive brief containing a 
statement of their position in the matter. 
The brief gives a history ofthe development 
of the telegraph in the far West and refers to 
the active part taken by the Western Union 
init.

Something Serious. 


ANOTHER CONFERENCE TO BE HELD ro- 
MORROW AFTERNOON. 


Points of Difference Between the Brewers’ 
Union and the St. Louis Brewing As- 
sociation—Officers of Both State Their 
Sides of the Oase—Trouble Over Em- 
ploying Non-Union Men. 


The trouble which has been simmering be- 
tween the Brewers’ Union, No. 6, and the St. 
Louis Brewing Association has become 80 
serious of late that either a final settlement 
or open warfare seems the only immediate 
outcome possible. A conference was held at 
the office of Philip Stock, Secretary of the St. 
Louis Brewing Association, in the Bank of 
Commerce building yesterday. There 
were present William F. Nolker, 
Otto Steifel and Philip Stock for 
the Association ad Oharles Bechtolat 
and Richard Schlagintweit for the Union. 
No agreement was reached and a second 
conference will be held to-morrow noon at 
the same place. In regard to the difficulties, 
Charles Bechtoldt, Secretary of the Brewers’ 
Union, said to-day: 

The trouble between the Association and 
the Union has lasted since May 1, 1888. At 
that time the Association refused to renew 
the agreement. Since then the breweries 
have been trying to remove as many 
Union men as they could, and 
the Union has set on foot 
boycotts of the breweries. We have a mem- 
bership of 360 men, and ofthese only about 
twenty are out of work. 

Me made an agreement with Anheuser- 
Busch on Oct. lof this year; with Lemp Oct. 
20, and with the American Brewing Co. on 
Oct. 27. By this agreement the breweries 
bind themselves to employ only unlon men in 
future, and to send to our office in the 
Central Trades and Labor Union hall, 418 
South Fourth street, whenever they want 


men. 
We hada conference yesterday with the 
officers of the Brewing Association, and a 
contract was presented similar to the Lemp 
contract. hey refused, however, to 
allow the clause which bound them 
to union men, because 
the ries are often forced 
te hire men recommended by saloon-keepers, 
being afraid if they refuse they may loose a 
customer. These men are often not brewers 
at all, and the saloon-kee seek ions 
tor them because they owe the saloons bills 
which they cannot pay until they get work. 
‘‘Another clause we wish to introduce, 
required the association to employ nineteen 
union men in the ce of the nineteen union 
men discharged at the time of the attempted 
lockout in April. The association said that 
they could find no room for these men. And 
I do not think that there will be any trouble 
over this point.

SAYS IT IS FALSE. 


At is false to say that we refused to send to 
their headquarters for men because we are 
often obliged to employ men recommended 
by saloorkeepers. A clause of the Brewers’ 
Association forbids that and also the old 
practice long since stopped of forcing the 
men to board at certain saloon boarding: 
houses. We do not much fear a boycott, be- 
cause it has no effect in large cities. In the 
country and in large manufacturing centers 
the boycott is very injurious. Last April they 
boycotted Anheuser-Busch and 1 them 
in large laboring centers. Then our as- 
sociation discussed the question of giving 
employment to men who exerted themselves 
toinjure the business of the ve men who 
gavethem bread and butter. s did not 
consider it fairand right, and at that time 
some men were discharged. They, however, 
have withdrawn all their boycotts.
